To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Ru~al  District  Council  of  Holde-ness . 

Mr,  Chairman,  ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  annual  report  for  1970. 

The  Registrar  General’s  figure  for  the  year  1970  indicates  a mid-year  population  of 
24,390  an  increase  of  360  compared  with  last  year. 

During  the  year  there  were  390  births  and  201  deaths  compared  with  407  births  and 
262  deaths  last  year.  The  adjusted  birth  rate  for  the  district  of  16,0  compares  with 
a national  birth  rate  of  16,0  per  1,000  population  and  an  adjusted  death  rate  of  8.8 
compares  with  a national  death  rate  of  11.7  per  1,000  population. 

Causes  of  death  followed  the  usual  pattern,  ischaemic  heart  disease  being  the 
greatest  single  cause  and  cancer  remained  the  second  major  cause  of  death.  Of  the 
malignant  neoplasms,  the  lung  and  bronchus  were  the  most  common  sites  of  origin. 

There  were  three  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age,  all  associated  with  the 
hazards  of  birth. 

On  infectious  diseases,  measles  was  outstanding,  182  cases  being  notified  during 
the  year.  The  majority  occurred  during  the  months  of  July  and  August  and  the  outbreak 
was  in  keeping  with  similar  outbreaks  in  adjacent  districts.  The  vast  majority  of 
cases  were  of  children  under  10  years  of  age  but  it  will  be  seen  from  the  report  that 
one  or  two  older  people  were  also  affected. 

The  sanitary  circumstances  in  the  district  have  been  set  out  in  the  Chief  public 
Health  Inspector’s  section  of  the  report  and  few  changes  occurred  during  the  year. 

Water  continued  to  be  supplied  by  Hull  Corporation,  and  i25  samples  submitted  by 
the  Corporation  for  bacteriological  examination  proved  satisfactory. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  the  call  for  night  soil  collection  has  been  reduced. 
During  the  year  there  were  34  conversions  to  water  closets  and  it  is  estimated  that  807 
earth  and  pail  closets  still  remain. 

Inspection  of  food  premises  continued  during  the  year  as  did  100  per  cent 
inspection  of  all  meat  killed  in  the  District. 

In  presenting  this  report,  may  I express  thanks  to  the  staff  of  the  department  for 
their  work  and  help  during  the  year,  and  also  to  members  of  the  Health  Committee  for 
their  constant  interest  and  support.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Holderness  Rural  Districz  Council, 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

1 submit  for  your  consideration  and  information  my  annual  report  of  the  environ- 
mental health  work  undertaken  by  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  in  the  rural 
district  of  Holderness  in  1970,  together  with  such  details  of  other  matters  as  are 
relevant  in  the  application  of  environmental  health  control  within  your  Council’s  area. 

WATER  SUPPLY, 

The  domestic  and  general  water  supply  in  your  administrative  area  is  supplied  by 
Hull  Corporation  under  a longstanding  agreement  between  our  two  authorities.  Under 
the  terms  of  this  agreement,  water  mains  are  extended  on  the  request  of  your  Council 
subject  to  guarantee  relative  to  capital  cost  and  annual  revenue.

During  the  year  water  mains  in  the  Council's  area  were  replaced  or  extended  by 
3933  yards,  made  up  of  2261  yards  of  6”  main,  795  yards  of  4’*  mam  and  877  yards  3” 
main. 


ENVIRONMENTAL  HEALTH  SERVICES. 


DRY  REFUSE  COLLECTION 

A fleet  of  5 vehicles  was  used  for  this  service,  consisting  of  2 Shelvoke  and 
Drewery  ‘50*  Pakamatics  (1968),  1 Eagle  Crushioad  ‘50’  (1964),  1 Derby’  Side  Loader  12 
cu.yds  (1966)  and  1 Bedford /Gibson  20/30  cu.yds  (1961).  A total  workforce  of  21  men 
was  used  to  maintain  this  collection  service,  and  generally  a weekly  collection  service 
was  provided,  apart  from  outlying  areas  and  remotely  situated  premises. 

Replacement  of  labour  at  holiday  periods  and  during  sickness  absences  was 
difficult,  and  in  these  periods  schedules  could  not  be  kept  without  working  overtime. 

Special  collection  services  to  B.P.  Chemicals,  Saltend  and  Brandesburton  Hospital 
were  satisfactorily  provided  during  the  year. 

NIGHTS01L  COLLECTION 

The  scope  of  this  service  has  now  been  considerably  reduced,  but  the  labour  force 
thus  made  available  was  usefully  employed  in  augmenting  the  dry  refuse  collection 
service  in  the  remoter  areas. 

CESSPOOL  EMPTYING 

All  calls  on  the  service  were  met  as  required  with  the  Council’s  fleet  of  3 
cesspool  emptiers.  As  always,  disposal  of  the  sewage  collected  posed  much  more  of  a 
problem  than  the  collection  of  it,  and  costs  of  this  service  could  be  much  reduced  if 
disposal  facilities  were  made  available  at  conveniently  situated  sewage  works. 

Figures  detailed  below  indicate  the  sewage,  amounting  to  5505  loads,  collected 
from  various  sites  within  and  without  the  Council’s  area,  and  in  total  represented  a 
substantial  decrease  in  the  comparable  figure  for  the  previous  year.  The  decrease  was 
reflected  almost  completely  in  the  reduction  in  emptyings  from  cesspools,  because  in 
particular  of  the  completion  of  the  Preston  Sewerage  Scheme,  but  hire  operations, 
mostly  at  Saltend  industrial  site,  increased  considerably  to  counter  balance  the 
reduction  in  other  directions.

Cesspools  in  areas  of  neighbouring  authorities  41 
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Charges  for  service  were  made  at  the  rate  of  £1.50  per  household  septic  tank  if 
not  exceeding  1 load,  or  otherwise  at  the  hourly  charge  which  was  £2.10  for  premises 
within  the  Council’s  district  or  £2.40  for  services  in  the  districts  of  neighbouring 
authorities.  Cesspools  within  the  Council’s  district  were  emptied  without  charge  in 
accordance  with  the  Council’s  undertaking. 

DYKE  CLEANSING,  SEWER  AND  OTHER  MAINTENANCE  WORKS 

The  dyke  cleansing  programme  was  maintained  with  the  Atias  excavator  continuing 
to  give  good  service.  Transfer  of  the  Atias  spares  agency  to  a Lincolnshire  based 
company  has  resulted  in  much  improvement  in  the  quick  availability  of  spares  and  the 
consequent  facilitating  of  carrying  out  of  routine  maintenance  and  repairs. 

Apart  from  routine  dyke  cleansing,  the  machine  was  used  on  several  occasions  to 
assist  in  the  clearance  of  defective  and  blocked  sewers  and  drains. 

As  usual  a considerable  service  was  given  in  the  clearance  of  blocked  private 
sewers  and  drains,  and,  as  the  development  of  private  housing  estates  continued  to 
increase,  so  the  call  on  this  service  increased.  In  fact  it  is  now  most  difficult  for 
householders  to  engage  private  contractors  for  work  of  this  nature,  and  in  most 
instances  it  is  only  by  the  Council  providing  the  service  that  serious  nuisances  are 
avoided. 

Heavy  calls  were  made  on  the  labour  force  retained  under  this  heading  during  the 
year  because  of  sickness  absences  and  the  increasing  holiday  entitlements  of  all 
workmen.  It  is  now  becoming  increasingly  difficult  to  plan  and  execute  direct  labour 
schemes  because  of  the  uncertainty  of  availability  of  labour.  The  complement  of  men 
for  this  work  must  be  increased  if  outstanding  jobs  are  to  be  completed  in  more 
reasonable  time,  although  the  Council,  within  the  limits  imposed  by  this  shortage  of 
labour,  must  appreciate  the  range  of  service  which  is  accomplished  by  these  workmen. 

REFUSE  DISPOSAL 

All  refuse  from  the  Council's  area  was  disposed  of  at  Kelsey  Hill,  Burstwick, 
where  a Track  Marshall  Bulldozer  and  a Track  Marshall  Drott  Bucket /Shovel  and  2 drivers 
were  in  full  time  operation.  Considerable  amounts  of  trade  refuse  were  received  from 
premises  outside  the  Council's  area,  and  at  times  extra  labour  was  required  for  the 
in-booking  of  loads.  A total  of  16,384  loads  of  refuse  were  received  at  the  tip  in 
1970. 

SALVAGE 

Sales  of  salvage  in  1970  amounted  to  a value  of  £207.60 
VEHICLE  MAINTENANCE 

Running  repairs  were  managed  very  successfully  by  the  Council’s  2 mechanics  who 
provided  a good  service  in  remedying  breakdowns  of  a wide  ranging  nature.  Because  of 
the  difficulty  in  obtaining  quick  delivery  of  spare  parts,  it  has  been  necessary  to 
retain  vehicles  taken  out  of  service  to  secure  a potential  supply  of  spare  parts. 

Ever  increasing  regulations  controlling  vehicle  maintenance  and  licensing  of 
drivers,  added  considerably  to  the  work  and  responsibility  under  this  heading.  Damage 
to  tyres  from  mishaps  on  tips  and  in  narrow  estate  roads  gave  cause  for  concern,  but 
tyre  use  control  regulations  are  now  so  stringent  that  wastage  of  tyres  is  much  higher 
than  hitherto, 

VERMINOUS  PREMISES. 

As  in  previous  years  no  verminous  premises  were  found  or  reported  and  only  cases 
of  minor  insect  infestations  required  treatment  with  the  appropriate  insecticide. 
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RODENT  CONTROL  AND  DISINFESTATION  SERVICES 

Treatment  was  satisfactorily  undertaken  at  408  premises  where  action  was  found 
necessary  after  routine  inspection  or  request  for  assistance.  Regular  routine  surveys 
were  maintained  throughout  the  district  and  premises  to  a total  of  2414  were  inspected 
in  the  year  in  the  course  of  this  work.  Treatment  of  sewers  was  carried  out  at  681 
manholes. 

As  usual  in  late  summer  many  calls  for  the  eradication  of  wasps's  nests  were 
received,  and  the  operator  dealt  effectively  with  this  side  of  his  duties,  together 
with  the  elimination  of  insect  pests  on  refuse  tips  and  other  sites.  Wasps  nests 
totalling  111  were  dealt  with  and  satisfactorily  eliminated. 

The  demand  for  contract  service  to  agricultural  holdings  again  increased  during 
the  year,  and  it  is  felt  that  the  large  measure  of  co-operation  received  from  members 
of  the  agricultural  industry  contributes  greatly  to  the  successful  control  which  can 
justifiably  be  claimed  to  exist  in  the  Council's  area  in  rodent  extermination  organ- 
isation. 

Successful  treatments  were  achieved  with  the  use  of  warfarin,  and  it  was  not  found 
necessary  to  use  any  other  poison,  apart  from  minor  use  of  tracking  powder  in  the 
treatment  of  mice,  supplemented  in  some  cases  with  water  soluble  warfarin. 

All  bait  used  was  mixed  by  the  operator  as  often  as  necessary  to  ensure  the  bait 
was  always  in  good  condition,  and  the  use  of  best  quality  base  ingredients  ensured  that 
a highly  attractive,  palatable  bait  was  always  in  use.

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IMPROVEMENT  GRANTS 

In  1970,  41  discretionary  grants  to  the  value  of  £24,389  were  made  in  contributing 
to  the  improvement  of  43  houses. 

Applications  for  standard  grants  were  approved  in  45  cases  for  the  improvement  of 
45  dwellings,  the  value  of  grants  amounting  to  £9684. 

MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS 

At  31st  December,  1970,  13  licensed  sites  were  in  operation,  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  1960. 

THE  COUNCIL'  S HOLIDAY  CAMP,  ALDBROUGH 

All  sites  were  occupied  during  the  year  without  void.  Seven  tenants  left  the 
camp  during  the  course  of  the  year,  but  all  sites  were  immediately  re-let  from 
applicants  on  the  waiting  list. 

The  Social  Committee  continued  to  do  an  excellent  job  in  organisation  of  the 
camp’s  social  life,  and  apart  from  very  minor  problems,  the  happy  atmosphere  of  the 
camp  was  as  well  maintained  as  ever  before. 

The  new  warden  after  almost  a season’s  experience  in  1969,  settled  in  admirably  in 
the  performance  of  his  duties  and  ail  siteholders  appear  to  hold  him  in  high  esteem, 
The  high  standards  at  the  camp  were  effectively  sustained,  and  as  in  previous  years  the 
duties  of  the  warden  were  supplemented  by  labour  from  the  reserve  force.
